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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits that the decomposition of 
Nishimura only reduces the MW of the high Rl componentso that it can volatize, but that the decomposition does not change the Rl. 
However, claim 1 does not require that the Rl be changed, but merely that uncured monomer be volatized to diffuse to form the index 
contrast region. It is submitted that once the high Rl material is decomposed, this decomposition product becomes an uncured monomer 
which does diffuse to some extent to form the instant index contrast region. Concerning claim 16, once the high Rl material is 
decomposed, such constitutes a diffusion source region. 
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
